A scheme  of  augmentation  is  in  hand,  it  is  hoped  it  will  be  completed 
by  the  summer  of  1939. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Sewer  back  of  Nant  Terrace  and  Alma  Terrace  all  connected  except 
two,  and  these  should  be  compelled  to  connect  forthwith. 


HOUSING. 

14  new  Council  houses  have  been  built. 

Persons  occupying  houses  in  areas  where  a Clearance  Order  has 
been  confirmed  by  the  Ministry,  should  be  removed  from  such  houses 
forthwith.  Demolition  should  be  proceeded  with.  The  few  empty 
houses  unoccupied  are  rat  ridden  and  a danger  to  children  and  others 
who  frequent  them. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Has  considerably  improved.  Properly  constructed  bins  should  be 
used  for  every  household.  Trade  refuse  is  a source  of  considerable 
expense  particularly  offal.  The  Council  cannot  efficiently  deal  with  this 
matter  until  a public  abbotoir  has  been  erected.

Frequent  surprise  visits  are  made.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S 


REPORT. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  question  of  augmenting  the  town  water  supply  is  receiving  the 
Coundcil  s attention.  The  Scheme  they  have  under  consideration  is  well 
in  hand. 


SEWERAGE. 

The  scheme  for  improving  certain  sections  of  the  town  sewers  is  also 
well  in  hand  ; this  when  completed  will  allay  the  flooding  at  low  levels. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  increased  building  in  the  rural  part  of  the  district  necessitates 
that  the  scavenging  should  be  extended  and  carried  out  on  the  same 
lines  as  that  done  in  the  town. 

OVERCROWDING. 

Cases  of  overcrow'ding  which  remain  in  the  town  will  be,  it  is  hoped, 
relieved  on  the  completion  of  the  Council’s  housing  schemes.  One  case 
of  overcrowding  was  relieved  during  the  year. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

With  the  exception  of  the  rural  part,  few  privies  now  remain  in  the 
district,  a number  of  these  will  be  disposed  of  on  the  completion  of  the 
Council’s  housing  schemes. 

HOUSING. 

Fourteen  new  houses  have  been  erected,  and  a further  number  will 
be  built  in  due  course  to  meet  the  demand  which  will  result  from  dis- 
placements. 

PLAYING  FIELD. 

The  Council  have  acquired  a playing  field  which  adjoins  the  new 
housing  estate,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  a means  of  promoting  a 
healthy  out-door  recreation  for  the  children  residing  in  the  estate. 

DISINFECTION. 

AH  cases  which  are  notified  for  disinfection  are  given  prompt  attent- 
ion and  without  request  of  payment. 

INSPECTION  OF  AREA. 

Number  of  general  inspections  were  140.  WTiere  necessary  personal 
representations  were  made  to  deal  with  various  complaints  and  these 
were  complied  with.
